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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Deerfield: 
We present to your the annual report as required by 


law at the end of the fiscal year. 
We have maintained ten schools in the spring term, and 


eleven in the fall term, with the extra schooling at No. I, 
as usual, provided for by the Philbrick fund. 

It seemed wise to have a school at the Center in the 
fall and winter term, as the No. 7 school was so crowded, 
thus relieving it of six pupils. 

Your Board feels satisfied that good schools as usual 
are the results of good teachers. In some schools extra 
good teachers have been secured ata little advance ‘in 
salary, with an additional advantage to the scholars in each. 
district. | 

We have placed in all the schools which was required 
by law, readers, introducing “Humane Treatment of the 
Lower Animals,’ which has been profitable to both 
teachers and pupils. Some teachers have had the class 
read aloud the subjects, then each scholar tell her or his 
understanding of the story, which was much appreciated 
by the school board and teacher. 

Our teachers have been alert and faithful, doing their 
duties cheerfully and well. 

We would call the attention of parents to the subject 
of better attendance. Tardiness is a small thing to some, 
but the scholar loses something every time they are away 
at roll call. Being absent is another bad feature, as what 
is lost by being out of school cannot be gained again. 
Parents are to blame for most of both, and they should 
see to it that their children attend every session, and be 
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25 


there in season to begin when the teacher calls them to 
order. | ; 

We would recommend that Nos. 6, 7 and 12 be united 
at the No. 7 schoolhouse, and the room be partitioned off, 
making two rooms, and have two teachers, making one 
room for small scholars, and the other for the larger and 
more advanced scholars. We believe that it would re- 
sult in a great advantage to all, as the Parade school is 
too large and No. 6 too small. This would give the large 
or more advanced scholars a very much better chance, 
as there would be more time for each class. It could 
be done at a very small expense on the house, and the 
only extra expense would be transportation from No. 6. 
It would require the same number of teachers, only two, 
as now. 

We feel that thére is a new interest in the schools, by 
the visiting of them, by parents. We wish there were 
more visitors and less criticism, and there would be if 
all who have children to send found out what is being 
done “in” in the schools, instead of finding fault with 
what is seen out of school. 

It was the intention of the school board to have hired 
a few Normal school graduates, thus securing a rebate 
from the state on teachers, but we failed to find them — 
in season to do so. 

There are many pupils who have quite a little taste for 
music. In fact, in some schools all the pupils, large and 
small, try to sing, and there are many fine voices which, 
if they could receive instruction in music, would. make 
fine singers. It would not be very expensive to have 
one hour, twice a week, devoted to music in every school, 
where there are enough scholars to make it interesting. 
The little voices, well trained, would be beneficial to our 
town in later years. 

Thanking all for many kindnesses and courtesies, and 
teachers for their efforts to do all in their uower to make 
gcod schools, we close this report.
